THOUGH Bleeding has been directed in 


many diſorders in the courſe of this work; yet as 
the improper uſe of it is attended frequently 


with the moſt fatal conſequences, it has been 


judged neceſſary to bring into one point of 
view all thoſe caſes in which bleeding may be 


| adminiſtered with advantage, as well as thoſe in 


TY 
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ſuch as Dropſies, Jaundice, Gout,  &c. Bleeding 


which it is highly prejudicial. In all inflammatory 


diſcaſes, it ſhould by no means be omitred, as in 
the Pleuriſy, and Peripneumony, during the firſt 
days; but fo ſoon as the ſymptoms of ſuppura- 
tion appear, expectorating medicines are the moſt 
proper means from which to expect relief, and the 
ufe of the lancet muſt be rotally forbid. In the 
Apoplexy, Epilepſy, Bloody-flux, and Inflam-. 
mation of the bowels, Bleeding muſt be repeated 
according to the exigence of the ſymptoms : it is 
alſo uſeful, ſometimes to promote ſuppuration in 
large abſceſſes, where nature is too much oppreſt 


by the violence of che inflammation. In Inflamma- 


tions of the Eyes, Bladder, or Womb, Iſchiatick 
pains, Rheumatiſms, Coughs, Head-achs, Quin- 
ſeys, Aſthmas, Hemorrhages, and Nephritick 
complaints, Bleeding is of the utmoſt ſervice : 
but in every diſorder proceeding from a relaxed 
ſtate of the veſſels, and impoveriſhed ſtate of the 
Blood, attended with a cachectick habit of body, 


muſt 'be abſtained from with the utmoſt caution, 


as it will, inſtead of relieving, greatly aggravate 
thoſe diſtempers.
